"Operation Vbolition" 
\ iewed l\\ Student* 

On Friday night, September 33« 
in the Student Union, over one 
hundred people, mostly tfadentij 
saw the conversial film, " >pera- 
tion Abolition" and heard a hard- 
hittir.g debate and discuss :on. The 
prog ran: was sponsored by the 
Public Affairs Clan. 

The film concerned a hearing 
of the House Un-American Acti- 
vities Committee Held at San 
Francisco in Mav of I960, the 
hearing was disrupted by a group 
o! college students, believed by 
some to be communist inspired. 

Speaking in support of the film 
was i ayetteville rental agen- 
cy owner Newton iur ertson, Jr. 
who is currently serving as pre- 
sident of the college F ayetteville 
Foundation. Mr Robertson gave a 
short history of communism and 
concluded tiiat "Operation Aboli- 
tion" is dramatic evidence of how 
communists are infiltrating Ame- 
rica. 

James R. Turner, a twenty- 
eight year old graduate of Yale 
Law School, spoke against the 
film. The young lawyer stress- 
ed that many people, including the 
disorderly students in the film, 
are strongly opposed to the House 
Committee acting as a court. He 
added that these same people re- 
main firmly opposed to commu- 
nists, 

Following the two talks, mem- 
bers of the audience directed ques- 
tions at the two speakers. Presi- 
ding during the program was Wal- 
ter R. Turner, president of the 
sponsoring club. 
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On Wednesday, September 12, 
1962. a special session of the 
North Carolina Conference of the 
Methodist Church voted to launch 
a crusade to raise $3 million for 
the Methodist Colleges: Metho- 
dist College, Wesleyan College, 
Rocky Mount, and Louisburg 
College. Louisburg 

This crusade is designed to 
supplement the amount received 
and/or pledged during the Con- 
ferences' lost campaign of 1958. 

The Episcopacy of the Metho- 
dist Church is very optomlstic 
about this crusade. Bishop Paul 
N. Garber has expressed his in- 
terest, and high evaluation qf the 
three colleges which are to bene- 
fit from this financial crusade. 
This crusade will afford a great 
challenge to those within the 
bounds of the North Carolina 
Conference.

Novel Experiment 
In Teaching II«'I<I 

In the fall of 1961. St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian College in Laurin- 
burg, N. C. opened its doors for 
th* first time And along with 
the new college, a course entitled 
"Christianity and Culture" was 
introduced to the students. 

This course is a new experiment 
in teaching called the team method. 
Five protessors representing the 
fields of English, philosophy, his- 
tory, sociology, and religion make 

up the panel. The course begins 
with the history of early man and 
traces his development in each of 
the five different areas up until 
the Roman Empire. It covers 
the architecture, sculpture, my- 
thology, and art of these early 
cultures as well. 

All freshmen were required to 
take this course, and most of them 
found it very interesting. This 
year a sophomore "Christianity 
and Culture" course has been 
added; a new course will be added 
each year until there are 3 com- 
plete semesters of C. and C.

New York and Methodist Col- 
lege "The Buffalo winters are 
too cold so I came here, and I like 
it." she said. 

Dr. Escudero is now a resident 
of Fayetteville She enjoys read- 
ing and sewing Most of the books 
that she reads are written in 
Spanish. She speaks and reads 
little English. Dr. Escudero en- 
joys studying American history 
and says that her favorite histo- 
rical figure is Abe Lincoln 

Certainly the Student body will 
enjoy and appreciate instruction 
under so qualified a professor.

Judging from the number of 
library users and book circulation 
since the semester opened, this 
question must be answered in the 
affinitive. 

With approximately 32.", lull- 
time students, including 100 rem* 
pus residents, 'he library should 
he inhabited by several students 
every hour its doors are open 
The fact is that not more than 
3 to 4 students are lound in the 
library after 3 pun on auv 
afternoon ( and these are us- 
ually the same 3 or 1 each day) 
One-fourth of our students have 
avoided the library Since orienta- 
tion the lirst week of the semes- 
ter. 

Our average daily circulation of 
books in October was 22. This is 
a low figure by any standard 
Periodical and pamphlet circula- 
tion indicates that few students 
are utilizing these resources to 
any appreciable extent 

Library resources - books, per- 
iodicals, pamphlets, and records - 
are intended to be used by all 
students. One-eighth of your an- 
nual tution goes into the purchas- 
ing of library resources. Many 
of you are not getting your money's 
worth 

The library's principal raison 
d' etre is to serve you, the stu- 
dent. However, we connot serve 
you if you remain outside the 
doors of the library.

Since we do not yet have our 
chapel balding, the Worship 
Center was established as a tem- 
porary chapel. As such, it has 
been our hope that it could be- 
come a truly religious symbol: 
a place where formal and infor- 
mal worship programs may be 
presented and a place where any 
student or laculty member who 
wishes to do so might come at 
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any hour during the workin | day 
for private prayer or meditation. 
It is for the latter purpose that

If it is to become such a sym- 
bol of our campus link with God, 
of course, it seems unfitting that 
it be used 'or any tvi» worship or 
devotional programs, or that it 
be used as a study hall or 
lounge. Not every student will 
feel the need 'or a place where 
he or she might go to ol'er up 
a prayer, or to feel an especial 
closeness 'o )od, but there are 
those who do feel such needs more 
often, perhaps, '' an we suppose, 
our little Center is not such as 
to inspire awe. or 'o create auto- 
matically at. atmosphere ol spiri- 
t sal loftiness, hut t might be for 
tome a small spiritual refuge, 
1 hope 'ha' all our students will 

help us to imbue it with that kind 
ol meaning; make it 'fiat kind of 
symbol - and that more and more 
oi them will come there, if only 
for just a moment or two, when- 
cvri they feel a need to be re- 
minded that Someone cares, Some- 
one hears, -omcone loves. Per- 
haps they may find there, too, a 
sense of His presence, and go 
awav refreshed, et cou rased, with 
spin's lifted-- ready 'o tackle 
anew the demanding tasks of aca- 
demic endeavor

The Colonel Robert Rowan 
Chapter, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution had for its first 
meeting of the season Dr Harold 
Stauffer as speaker Dr Sauffer 
is assistant prolessor of Religion 
at Methodist College. 

Dr. Stauffer spoke on the sub- 
ject "We the people " He said 
we must have an "expanding con- 
siouness." pointing out that we 
must he aware of the needs of 
many peoples "There is a great 
upheaval in the world, for people 
wish freedom and the better things 
of life as they did at time of the 
Revolution," the speaker said. He 
pointed out that many factors in 
our own culture are not altogether 
Christian. "We must not have 
hates, but rather try to see our 
own faults, we must see oursel- 
ves as we are." He states that 
this is the difference in a Demo- 
cracy and Communism "In a 
Democracy we try to correct our 
faults; in Communism the people 
do as they are told." We must 
give the suppressed peoples a 
Christian hope and faith or there 
will be a great vacuum that well 
be filled with the wrong ideas, 
Dr. Stauffer continued, and then 
our world will he in a turmoil 
for years to come. "As indivi- 
duals and as a nation we must have 
an expanding consciousness of 
love, understanding, and the de- 
sire to help the Buffering mil- 
lions," he concluded.

The opening concert of the 
Methodist College Concert- lecture 
series was presented on October 
23 in the Science Building Audi- 
torium by Loren Withers, asso- 
ciate professor of music at Duke 
University 

The rather straitlaced opening 
number, Mozart's "Sonata in C 
Major. K.330," was followed by a 
truly animated interpretation of 
Bartok's Ten Pieces from "For 
Children." 

A very sensitive performance 
of Debussy's musical pictures, 
"The Hills' of Anacapri" and "The 
Engulfed Cathedral," carried the 
audience or a journey from the 
heights to 'he depths of music. 

Chopin's "Scherzo in C Sharp 
Minor, Op 39," a piece con- 
taining alternating brilliant runs 
and heavy hass Chorda, was not 
nearly as interesting dynamical- 
ly as the preceding selections. 

Mussorgsky's "Pictures at an 
Exhibition" which followed was 
colorful and picturesque. Mr. 
Wither's treatment of subject, 
especially in "The Old Castle" 
and "The Ox-Cart," was very 
realistic. 

Mr. Withers encores were 
Bach's "Prelude in C Sharp Mi- 
nor" from Volume One of the 
Well-Tempered Clavier and Chop- 
in's "Nocturne in C Sharp 
Minor." The choice of Bach's 
prelude lor an encore was a wise 
one The audience seemed to ap- 
priciate it after a program con- 
sisting mainly of classical and 
modern works.

After teaching hiology, chem- " 
istry, physics, and general science 
in Berry, Illinois, he attended the 
University of Kansas City, where 
her used a four year Rheinhardt 
Fellowship to gain his D. D. 5. 
Dr. Heffern then went ro the Uni- 
versity of Michigan to galnfurther 
knowledge on hiology and from 
there back to U of K. C. as an 
instructor in pharmacy, nursing, 
denistry. medical hiology, and his- 
tology 

In 1942, Dr Heffern married 
Helen Gillis, a Kausan who had 
obtained A. M. and M. A. degrees 
in psychology and sociology from 
the University of Kansas and from 
Columbia University. He entered 
the Army and served as a captain 
in the Medical Corps After his 
tour of service, Dr Heffern went 
to the University of Iowa where 
he set up its first department of 
hygiene. Not content with only 
nine months of work each year, 
he spent three summers teaching 
physiology and bacteriology a- 
Missouri State College, while 
spending the winters teachmggen- 
eral biology at Creighton Univer- 
sity in Omaha, Nebraska. After 
gaming such a broad background 
in his years of study, Dr. Heffern 
has found his way to Methodist 
College where he has laid a solid 
cornerstone for future teachers, 
scientists, doctors, and nurses.

Visual -A itl Comm. 
Now Organizing 

Community Council has pro- 
posed that a campus Visual Aid 
Committee be formed. This com- 
mitee will consist ol any interest- 
ed students at Methodist College 
and would be under the direction 
at present of the Music committee 
of the Community Council. Such a 
Visual Aid Committee could be 
a standing commltte of the Stu- 
dent Government Association of 
Methodist College or a full com- 
mittee in its own right in future 
years.

Dr. B. (;. Child* 
Speaks In Chapel 

On Monday , December 3, the 
chapel speaker was Dr. B. G, 
Child* , retired professor of edu- 
cation of Duke University. Dr. 
Childs was introduced by Presi- 
dent Weaver, who became ac- 
quainted with the speaker while 
he was at Trinity College. 

Dr. Childs related several of 
his experiences in the field of 
education. He stressed the point 
that great buildings will crumble, 
but the education of people's minds 
will continue. 

Dr Childs has also mad.- a 
contribution to Methodist College 
education by giving approximate- 
ly 40 volumes to the library. 
One of these hooks, THE STORY 
OF MANKIND by Henrik Van 
Loon, was the 10,000th volume 
received by the library. Dr. and 
Mrs. Childs have also offered to 
give the lihrary several hundred 
additional volumes now in the per- 
sonal library of their daughter, 
Mrs Douglas Horner, who is the 
librarian at New Bern High School. 




The Committee on Student Aflairs in its regular meeting on Wed- 
nesday, November $8, adopted a closed study hours regulation for the 
women resident students. The rule stipulated that all women resi- 
dent students would not be permitted to date or to leave the campus 
after 7»30 p. m. on Monday through Thursday. The new restriction 

went into effect Monday, Decem- 
ber 3. 

According to Dean Oren Dowd, 
the Committee, composed of five 
faculty members , was con- 
cerned with the seemingly poor 
study habits of Methodist College 
students , and approved this ruling 
to encourage more study. This 
committee attributed the too Urge 
percentage of M, C. students on 
academic probation to a lack of 
specific and regular study habits. 
An analysis of mid-semester 
grades caused the members of the 
committee to recognize the need 
for such study procedures. 

A survey showed that the li- 
hrary was being used very little 
and that most of the resident stu- 
dents lei t the campus for several 
hours nearly every evening and 
were obviously neglecting their 
studies according to the adminis- 
tration. Mr. Edwards, chairman 
of the committee on Student Af- 
fairs, said, "That time should be 
ised m study; therefore, such a 
regulation is in keeping with the 
general atmosphere of the col- 
lege." 

In the Women's Residence Hall 
quiet hours had been set, hut the 
students only had to sign out in 
order to leave the campus. 

The ruling requires that the 
lounge of the Women's Hall be 
closed after seven-thirty and the 
girls can only leave the Hall for 
study in the lihrary. 

The Committee on Student Af- 
fairs is composed of Deans Dowd 
and Miller, Mr. Pulliam, Mr. Ed- 
wards and Mrs. Longest. Mrs. 
Longest was absent from the meet- 
ing due to a previous appointment. 
No vote was taken on the pro- 
posal. According to Dowd and Ed- 
wards, it was adopted by the con-

Dr. Mary Emily Miller, instruc- 
tor of history, lias set up an annual 
merit scholarship in history atMe- 
thodlst College in honor of her par- 
ents, Dr. and Mrs. George R. 
Miller , Jt. The award is to be 
given at an Annual Honors Day 
program or a similar public oc- 
casion to the outstanding student 
in history, one who shows the 
most promise and who has com- 
pleted at least tj semester hours 
of history by or during the sec- 
ond semester of his or her Jun- 
ior year. 

The stipend of the scholarship 
is $50. It would be possible for 
the same student to he awarded 
this scholarship on two separate 
occasions for a total of $100. If 
there is no outstanding student 
in any given year, the award will 
not be given that year. For a 
student to he eliginle the second 
or Senior year, additional work 
in history must be taken. 

The official listing of this merit 
award will appear in the college 
catalog as follows: 

"The George and Lillian Miller 
History Scholaiship, established 
w their daughter, Mary Emily 
Miller, first Dean of Women at 
Methodist College and a mem- 
ber of the History Department, 
Is awarded annually in the Spring 
to the outstanding student in his- 
tory, one who shows the most 
oromise academically and who has 
;ompleted at least 18 semester 
lours of history by or during 
the second semester of his or 
her Junior year. The honorarium 
is $50."

jmote Scholarship 

P^much as many have taken it upon themselves to discuss the pros 
cons of the. "closed study hours ruling," we felt it our duty to offer 
our views on rhe subject. 

In the belief that a college student's primary obligation is to apply 
himself to his studies and prove himself scholastically, we agree with 
the premise on which the ruling is founded. We believe that those who 
are lacking in scholastic standin > should be put under restriction until 
they have improved their records. This is accepted practice in any in- 
stitution, and is in keeping witli the whole concept of higher education. 

We are also aware that in the majority of co-educational -alleges 
that women resident students are not allowed complete freedom. There 
are, obviously, any number of good reasons for this. 

Many of these colleges, however, allow upper class girls, who main- 
tain acceptable ratings, certain privileges on week night's. We think that' 
some latitude should be allowed to our women students who have pro- 
ved themselves scholastically. Blanket rules sho uld not be imposed on 
all, due to the delinquency of some. In this respect, the "closed study 
hours" ruling should be more specific and less general in its ramifi- 
cations. 

It is our proposal that, those women students who have limshed 
their Freshman year and have established satisfactory acadcmi< -stand- 
ings be allowed at least two "privilege nights" during the week, on 
which they may leave the campus for dates or otherwise. Turf her, we 
propose that Freshman women and those on academic probation lie re- 
stricted to the Residence Halls and the College Library after H:00 p.m., 
on Monday through Thursday. 

These changes in the present ruling would allow a certain amount of 
freedom and privilege to those who deserve it, and would promote aca- 
demic effort on the part of Freshman and those on probation. It must he 
remembered that you cannot legislate academic excellence. It is pos- 
sible, however, to promote scholarship with the promise ol rewards for 
those who will apply themselves tothe fundamental reason for their pre- 
sence in college. 

No C(»ii|M'titioii 

On Friday Morning, November .30, rhe first edition ol a publication 
known as "Big Talk" was made available to the college community. 
Needles? to say, this piece of penmanship aroused much attention and 
controversy. Fortunately, it did nothing more than this ai id, We hope, 
only within our college family. We could ill afford for those, outside 
the campus, who wouldn't understand them, to be faced with problems 
that are our immediate concern. In our midst it did more harm than 
good, and Methodist College doesn't need this sort oi unnecessary public 
notoriety. 

Not a few people on this campus thought that sMALL TALK was in 
some way responsible for the publication. It is our hope that SMALL 
TALK conforms sufficiently to the codes of good journalism that it 
would not be suspected ol such noil- Journalistic tactics. Nevertheless, 

l« it he known, thtt the SMALL TALK STAFF published a newspaper, not 

anonymous tracts. 

We refuse to recognize Rig Talk as a competitive newspaper cm this 
campus lor the two following reasons. 

1. Big Talk offered no concrete proposals to resolve the problems 
with which we are all concerned. A newspaper's job is not only to cri- 
ticize, but to propose solutions. Anyone can demolish a building, but 
it takes a craftsman to take the same piece ol land ami materials and 
rebuild it better. 

2. Those who edited and published Big Talk did not choose to identity 
themselves with their ideas. Freedom of the press and good journa- 
listic procedure imply that those who publish lie willing to publicly ack- 
nowledge their thoughts. 

SMALL TALK has consistently attempted to publish according to those 
fundamental standards, and always in the interest of Methodist College. 
We have at time differed with the administration and faculty, and we 
probably will again. That much is true, and it is well within the rights 
ol the free press to do so. We have, however, never offered editorial 
criticism of anyone or anything without identifying ourselves and at 
the same time offering sound proposals tor the possible solution of the 
problems Which we see.

When the day stident? join this 
mob of hungry people, 'he cafe- 
teria has to prepare forty to fifty 
pounds of stew !>eef, twenty- five 
to thlr'v pounds of hamburger, 
twenty-five chickens (about six- 
ty-five pounds) fifty pounds of 
whole potatoes or thirty to forty 
pounds if they are French fried, 
and eight no. 1:1 cans of peas, 
beans, etc. This is a normal load; 
many times there are special ban- 
quets with as many as 3 hundred 
guests. 

For breakfast, lunch and din- 
nei, the clean-cut students of 
Methodist College are ahletodiru 
live thousand cups, saucers, anc 
plates.

The library has recently been 
awarded one ol 70 grants given 
in 56 .tatcs to college and uni- 
versity libraries from the Asso- 
ciation of College and Research 
Libraries a division of the Amer- 
ican Library Association. This 
grant ol 1480, given lor ttie pur- 
chase of books and periodicals in 
special areas of study, will be 
used to improve the present Amer- 
ican and English drama collection 
of plays and biographies ol play- 
wrights.

The book. C El. LIST IN EXILE, 

is written in first person hy Ber- 
nard Taper, who had never met 
Maestrao Casals. Because it was 
their first mertmg, he was par- 
ticularly impressed by sponta- 
neous gestures "of one who has 
never been in the habit of keeping 
life at arm's length." 

Pablo Casals is that rarity of 
"an artist with a sense of com- 
mitment to humanity." At the age 
of eighty-five he lives in self- 
imposed exile in I'uerto Rico (in 
protect of the France dictorship) 
He still considers himself a Spa- 
nish citizen, even though he has 
«peiit most of his years in exile 
in 1 ranee and since 1956 in 
Puerto Rico. 

His first marriage to an Ame- 
rican singer, Susan Metcalfe, end- 
ed in divorce. In 19. r >7, despite the 
differences in their ages of sixty 
years, he married a cello stu- 
dent. Marta Montanez, "an in- 
telligent, capable, and personable 
woman." 

Casals was first recognized 
as "one of the elect" when he 
played the "l.alo" at the Lamou- 
reux Orchestra's first concert of 
the season in 1899. Since that 
time he has revolutionized the 
techniques of bowing and finger- 
ing revealed a "range of phras- 
ing intonation, and expressive- 
ness that had not previously been 
thought possible," and made the 
cello an instrument of high pur- 
pose." 

This grand old musicam is al- 
most a legend in bis own lifetime. 
In 1920, he founded the Orches- 
tra Pau Casals in Barcelona.

To the SMALL TALK Staff Lela was a good friend and helper. 
was never too busy nor too occupied with her own work to respond K 
someone's request for her help. In good times and bad her pleasant 
disposition was ever evident, and (his attitude of hers quite often kept 
others from despairing in tunes or crisis, or, more than one occasion 
she worked late into the night in order to get thll paper to press on 
schedule, and in addition to her regular duties as Copy Editor. Lela often 
took further assignments upon herself. Lela was one of those rare peo- 
ple who shame others by approach, ng even the meanest task with an 
unusual sense of urgency and responsibility. 

She has been physically removed from our mul-t, but Lela Croom 
will live on in the hearts ami mind* of those whose lives were touched 
by hers. Her life ha? made our lives richer, and her immortality ' 
assured in the influence that have he*l so deeply imprinted in the lives 
of those who knew and loved her.

When the first "man" swung down from the branches a i l ambled 
around, stoop-shoulder, d. and Ivnt-spmed. one ol the first places ho 
ambled was to a wall. He went (O a wall found something that would 
mark the wall, and proceeded to inscrihe lor posterity, These earliest 
inscription* were little more than crude, linear etchings. ' <ut the art 
Qf inscribing wall* progressed rapidly, and the etchings assumed .lei el- 
ite shapes. They represented not *o much an attempt at prehistoric 
creativity, as a manifstatioti of man's desires and practices. I.'tching* 
Ol animal* art' believed by modern archaeology to have he#n created 
just before each hunt as magic charms. The hunters, by etching a hunt 
^cene on a wall, assured themselves a successlul hunt, other picture* 
,|r« believed to he primitive enchantments to assure fertility and contin- 
ued duration of the species. 

Later, more civilized men continued the practice, The Egyptians 
painted detailed scenes on the wall* of their tom'>s. These paintings 
also portrayed the customs and beliefs of the era. No I 'haroah worth 
his mummy would have dreamed ol meeting Osiris without first pre- 
paring by having scenes of a successful journey painted on the walls ol 
his tomb. 

Thus men have committed themselves for posterity. The scratches 
and paintings on the walls of eaves and tombs have been almost like 
inscriptions on the walls oftinie.Throughastudy of them archaeologists 
have discerned many of the habits and belief* of prehistoric and early 
historic man. Without these inscriptions the knowledge of early man 
would be almost non-existent. They remain as a touchstone for histor- 
ians. 

Today man continues to inscribe and etch on walls. Actually, modern 
man will etch anywhere -- on walls, on furniture, in concrete, in toilets 
(especially). He andly carries on the grand tradition; and when all else 
r ails, when life as we know it perishes, when the book* decay, when the 
great monuments man has erected to himself tumble, there will yet be 
a still, small voice of America crying out amidst the rubble and ruin. 

Some future intelligence, excavating the ruins of a long-extinct 
American civilization, will discover our walls and interpret the etchings 
-and inscriptions. And America will squat happily in the annals of his- 
tory — a civilization of pimps, homosexuals, satyrs, and other assorted 
perverts, and sex-maniacs.

Blood Spilled 
On* M. C. Camnu> 

In the Student Union on Febru- 
ary 7, Dr. George M. Johnson, 
an epedemic Intelligence oflicer 
of the United States 1'ublic Health 
Service, drew hlood specimens 
from approximately seventy M.C. 
student volunteers. Larh student 
gave from five to ten o's of 
blood. Dr. Johnson and Ins assist- 
ant , Dr. Silverman, took the 
hlood .specimens in order to make 
a study of the Asian flu epidemic 
which htjjin in Robeson County 
and men spread to Cumberland* 
County. 

After the present epidemic has 
passed, Dr. Johnson will return to 
get another specimen from each 
student who is participating m the 
study. Dr. Johnson stressed the 
importance of obtaining this sec- 
ond specimen. Without it, the first 
specimen is useless. 

According to Dr. Johnson, a 
study and comparison of the two 
blood specimens will he made in 
the Public Health Service's Labo- 
ratory? m Atlanta, Georgia and 
Raleigh, North Carolina. Oues- 
tionna'ires filled out by the Stu- 
dents on both occasions will aid 
in the study of the blood samples. 
The information obtained from this 
study will he used to predict fu- 
ture outbreaks of Asian flu. 

Dr. Johnson came to M. C. 
from the Raleigh office of the Pub- 
lic Health Service where he now 
works. However, he can ha sent 
anywhere in the United states. Dr. 
Silverman if from the Atlanta 
branch ol the Public Health Ser- 
vice. 

Methodist College is the only 
college participation in this par- 
ticular study. Dr. Johnson said 
that M. C. was chosen for the 
study because it was near the flu 
epidemic and tne student body 
was of a workable size. Dr. John- 
son obtained approval of the 
study from both Dean Dowd and 
Mr. Edwards before asking for 
student volunteers.

There are to be separate de- 
signs for the men's and women's 
rings. The men's is to be a bold, 
masculine d.w.t. ring with a 
smooth surfaced shamrock spi- 
nele, emerald-color stone. The 
name of the college is inscribed 
around the stone and is uniquely 
bordered by a continuous chain in 
the sun screen design. On one 
shank wll be found a representa- 
tion of the yet to be constructed 
Chapel. I'he other shank will have 
a representation of the college 
seal with the dates of graduation 
on one side of the ring and the de- 
gree on the other. 

The women's ring is to be in 
the uniquely feminine dinner ring 
design. The stone will be the same 
as that found in the men's ring 
except its oval shape will be 
elongated m a more petite de- 
sign. The stone will be surround- 
ed hy a continuous chain in the 
sun screen design and the shanks 
will be small, polished gold bands 
with small representations of the 
chapel and seal as found in the 
men's ring. Roth rings will he 
made of 14K gold with an antique 
finish. 

The administration set the 
standards for eligibility to order 
a ring, requiring a minimum of 
C9 semester hours of completed 
work in order to qualify for ring 
delivery. Those fortunate few who 
were priviledged to place the first 
ring orders are looking forward to 
a May 1' delivery.

The schools from 
North Carolina are Methodist Col- 
lege, North Carolina Wesleyan 
College, St. Andrews College and 
Charlotte College. The College 
of Charleston will represent South 
Carolina while Lynchburg College 
will be the Virginia entry. Two 
colleges from Georgia have also 
expressed an interest in the 
conference. 

The name given to the confe- 
rence was Dixie Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference. Represen- 
tatives fror .11 six colleges met 
at Su Andrews College, Laurin-

New Breed 01 Athletics 

The recent formation of the Dixie Inter-collegiate Athletic Con- 
ference was a singularly significant event. The almost unprece- 
dented action of founding an association such as this re-emphasized 
an almost-forgotten concept of college athletics, by reaffirming the 
validity of the idea that college athletes should be amateurs. In 
the world of big time college athletics, where athletic scholarships, 
grants- -in— aid, and other financial assistance programs are made, 
the amateur status of college athletes has detiorated to a sham; 
and our society has produced a class of "professional" players 
under the guise of amateur sponsorship. 

The DIAC's decision not to offer financial assistance to prospec- 
tive athletes that is not equally available to other students is a step 
in the direction of improving the situation, and should bring an in- 
crease in dignity to the now much degraded college program which 
has been suffering a wave of scandals and voices across the nation. 

It has always amazed us that tremendous amounts of money have 
been used to entice and keep certain athletes on college campuses. 
Many of these priviliged ones use the college as a stepping-stone 
to the non-college, professional athletic world, where they are again 
paid to play our games for us. The money that the colleges used to 
aid them in their ambition to break into the "big time" could have 
been used to educate and train a number of teachers, doctors, acount- 
ants, scientists, lawyers, nurses, writers, artists, etc.. who really 
contribute to the welfare of our society. Strange set of values it 
is that considers a man who performs well in athletics to be more 
valuable than he who teaches our children, treats our illnesses, 
protects us at law, paints another "Mona Lisa." or writes another 
masterpiece. 

We are proud and glad that Methodist College and her leaders 
are aware of these facts and have joined her with others of like 
mind in an effort to promote college athletics within their proper 
contest. v 



Is It True? 



In an article on page 11 of this paper several of the Candidates 
for Sophomore Class Offices openly speak of that which has long 
heen rumored on this campus. A factional rivalry is emerging 
between the resident and day students which is of growing concern. 

Up until now, this split has only been an undercurrent, but the 
present campaigns for class and Student Government Association 
offices have made it an open affair. Many campaign posters can be 
seen visibly pleading for campus unity, thus implying some kind of 
differences among the members of the student body. It is also ob- 
vious that the candidates from the Residence Halls are being sup- 
ported primarily by resident students, and the day students are 
working for the commuting candidates. Thus far, it has not been 

stated by any candidate, however, that he is running a campaign 
specifically slanted toward either group. 

The fact remains, that, though the campaign has not produced two 
distinct parties, it has brought into the open a great problem. A 
college as young and as small as this cannot afford a rift such as this 
between the memhers of its student body. A division of interests 
would serve only to create disharmony, dis-unity and unfriendli- 
ness. Quite possibly, it could retard the successful establishment 
of an effective Student Government Association, while also creating 
unnecessary difficulties within the individual classes. 

At this time, when things are moving toward the establishment of 
a Student Government Association based on a constitution which 
provides for a good deal of self-government, candidates and sup- 
porters alike must realize the dangers of a division within the campus 
family. The primary objective should he to build a unity in diver - 
sity which will provide good government, school spirit and a sense 
of belonging for every student of Methodist College.

Dr. Guy B, Johnson 
Speaks On Africa 



The most serious problems in 
Africa today are race relations 
and the formation of new nations 
a professor from the University 
of North Carolina said here March 
7. 

Over 200 persons attended the 
lecture given by Dr. Guy B.John- 
son, professor if sociology and 
anthropology at the University. 
Dr . Johnson's subject "Africa 
Today: People and Problems" 
was based on his recent travels 
in Africa. The event was part of 
the Methodist College Concert- 
Lecture series. 

He began the program by point- 
ing out some common Ameri- 
can misconceptions about Africa. 
Among these are: seeing the 
country as a series of jungles 
engulfed perennially in unbear- 
able heat, picturing the areas as 
one swarming with infested in- 
sects and ferocious animals, and 
regarding Africa as a country fill- 
ed to overflowing with savages 
of a low mentality. 

From his personal observations, 
Dr. Johnson stated that these ideas

Many governing bodies, he 
observed, are controlled by white 
people who have passed and are 
enforcing laws discriminating a- 
gainst the non-white populations.

Johnson stated, "Africa is a 
country of change which deserves 
our understanding and support. 
Let us never forget that we 
took several millions of her peo- 
ple to help make our own country 
great." 

He was introduced by Dr. Mary 
E, Miller, instructor in the His- 
tory department of Methodist Col- 
lege and Dean of Women.

In a hidden office on the ground 
floor of the Science Building is 
the office of Mr. Joseph Marsh 
Daniel, assistant professor of al- 
gebra, f.hysics. and German at 
Methodist College. 

Mr. Daniel was born inParkton, 
r.orth Carolina in June 192?. While 
a boy fie lived in Georgia one year, 
and in Pembroke five years; other- 
wise he has alwavs called Parkton 
home. At. Parkton High School 
he played basketball and baseball, 
and graduated with the class of 
1944. The next year he attended 
Riverside Military Academy In 
Georgia. During his youth his 
hobbies were farming, hunting, and 
fishing. 

In August, 194 r >, Mr. Daniel 
entered Duke University. During 
the 194 r >-1946 year he was one of 
about one hundred civilians on the 
campus; the college operated that 
year under an accelerated program 
of thret semesters and its primary 
obligation was the training of naval 
officers. At D.uke Mr. Daniel 
played mtermural sports, was a 
member of the German Under- 
graduate Honorary Fraternity, and 
read widely on various subje ts. 
He helped reactivate the Si ma 
Phi Epsilon Fraternity, serving 
as its vice-president one year. 
.His courses were concentrated 
in German and in the sciences. 
He spent his summers helping 
his lather farm. He graduated 
with an A. H. degree in the 
cla's of 1949. 

In the summer ofl950Mr. Daniel 
married Betsy LoveSmith, anative 
of Greenshoro. They now have 
five vivacious children: Marylen, 
12; Marsh, 9; Betsy Claire.

Mr. Daniel taught science at

Winner of a National Science 
Foundation grant, he did graduate 
work at the University of North 
Carolina during the 1957-195-: year, 
earning an M. A. degree in 
education. 

After a year of farming in 
Parkton, Mr. Daniel taught math 
and science at Holbrook Ele- 
mentary School and Erwin Junior 
High School at Fort Bragg from 
February 1960 until May 1962.

Survey courses are designed as 
a combination of theory and prac- 
tice. However, there is a vast 
difference between the correlation 
of theory and practice and the 
isolated theories and disassociated 
practices that we hear being com- 
plained ahout. 

Whether or not their are any 
grounds for such complanints is 
a mute point, but(as the analysis 
has been drawn) "bottle washing 
in child care is appropos, but 
sterlization standards is at least 
a more sophisticated approach to 
a child psy. when child care (cri- 
tena-faetor type) is being 
considered. 

When a student signs up for 
an advanced course he doesn't 
expect to be lectured on material 
which he has already been 
examined on and certified by a 
grade as having learned. Hedoes, 
however, expect his knowledge of 
the subject to expand, and, when 
he claims to be a major in a given 
field, to have majored in this field 
and not in the basic facts which 
any good freshman knows.

This phase is natu- 
rally of essential interest to this 
writer, as most 'eaders know. 
This paragraph I have stated as 
Just one example of the great 
responsibility which we, the stu- 
dents of M, C, have undertaken. 

We all are aware, even from 
a superficial study, that the Con- 
stitution requires that class presi- 
dents also serve as Judges (Just- 
ices) on the Judicial Council. This 
means that even if they do not 
have the time for the extra work 
(it takes quite a lot of study 
if a Judge is to know how to 
Interpret the Constitution or how 
to render a verdict in the trial 
of a student) or If they do not 
desire or feel genuinely qualified 
to do both, then they must still 
do both if elected. Our respon- 
sibility to truly choose the right 
candidate is quite obvious , don't you 
think? Maybe we should have said 
imperative? Since the position 
of Justice of the Judicial Council 
requires a man to be ready to 
Judge a fellow student and help 



This brings us to the question 
of the chief executive or S. G. A. 
President. Not only must he have 
executive ability, leadership ex- 
perience, a working knowledge of 
the Constitution, and get along with 
us, but he must also be quiet and 
deliberate and able to listen to 
the student voices and then carry 
what he has learned to the leg- 
islature, and in order to persua- 
sively carry out the will of the 
majority there and in relations 
with school officials. Finally, 
though there are "checks and 
balances" in our student govern- 
ment plan, we must also check 
on the President by being sure that 
we vote for the man who will 
carefully appoint those four other 
Justices who will sit with the 
class presidents on the J. C. 

decide the remainder or some 
part of the student's college life, 
then it is self evident that we 
should choose our class presidents 
on this basis firstly. 



With regard to checks on the 
President, we must take care to 
elect Senators who will approve 
only those appointments that will 
best benefit the majority and sen- 
ators who wlllprovide general laws 
which are in the general interest, 
practical, clear In meaning and 
in purpose. A further check on 
not only the chief executive, but 
upon the Executive Council and 
Senate as well, is the secretary 
who must be experienced in taking 
pertinent, accurate, detailed and 
legible notes in addition to her 
other necessary duties.
